LITTLE ROCK (6-2) -- The Arkansas State Highway Commission has opened bids for
improvements to a roadway in Ouachita County, according to Commission Vice Chairman R. Madison
Murphy of El Dorado.

The purpose of the project isto install atraffic signal at the intersection of Highway 278 and Country
Club Road, in the city of Camden. Traffic & Lighting Systems, LLC of Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, was
awarded the contract at $105,380.03.

“This new signal is going to make this a safer intersection for motorists traveling through this area of
Camden,” stated Murphy.

The project is being funded with money provided by the American Recovery and Reinvestment Act
of 2009 (ARRA). The Act provided Arkansas with $351 million in federal stimulus funds for roadway
and bridge improvements throughout the state.
